DETAILED ACTION 

(1) 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-14 remain for examination wlierein claim 7 is amended and claims 5-6, 
10 and 12-14 are canceled. 

(2) 

Reasons for allowance 

Claims 1-4, 7-9 and 1 1 are allowed. 

The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Prior art 
discloses a method of making a cerium oxide. But they are silent that the temperature 
raising process is a slow temperature raising process (2 °C/hour to 60 °C/hour). The 
prior art discloses that humidified gas is applied at a temperature raising process. But 
they are silent that the humidified gas is supplied at a temperature of 100 °C above and 
stopped at 200-350 °C before roasting process (400-1200 °C).
